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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's current amendment filed on 
9/24/07 alleviated the previous objection made in the final office action mailed on 6/22/07 however the examiner believes that the prior 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) rejection is still proper. The applicant argues that the combination of using the teachings of Kusano, which teaches of 
replacing hydrogen atoms with fluorine atoms, with the known methods of polishing a vacuum in view of Higuchi and Noguchi is improper. 
The examiner respectfully disagrees with this statement. As previously discussed in the final office action Higuchi and Noguchi merely lack 
replacing hydrogen atoms with fluorine atoms. Kusano teaches of a surface treatment method where hydrogen atoms have been replaced 
with fluorine atoms in order to make the surface of the workpiece water repellent. Modifying the methods of Higuchi and Noguchi by 
replacing the hydrogen atoms with fluorine atoms would have been obvious because the technique for improving a particular class of 
devices (i.e. making the surface water repellant) was part of the ordinary capabilities of a person of ordinary skill in the art, in view of the 
teaching of the technique for improvement in other situations as taught by Kusano. Therefore, the examiner believes the rejection is 
proper and thus maintained. 
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
